Moore on February 28, 1937 with $800, a 
few hundred rose bushes, and a dream. A 
general nursery at first ~ rose breeding was 
the top priority. Mr. Moore soon bred and 
introduced the first “bred in America” minia- 
ture roses — which became the basis for the 
American Miniature Rose Industry. 





Through his vision and guidance, over 
400 miniature and other rose hybrids have 
been developed and introduced by Sequoia Nursery. Many have been grown 
world-wide and several have been used by other breeders to develop their own 
varieties. 


From our innovative breeding here at Sequoia Nursery have come many new 
miniatures, repeat flowering bush type, moss roses, mini and other type climbers 
and striped roses. Also, such varieties as ‘Playgirl’ (F), ‘Topaz Jewel’ (yellow 
rugosa). ‘Linda Campbell’ (red rugosa), the new ‘Red Fairy’ (Pol) and others have 
originated here.

LAVENDER DELIGHT™ (MORorcheri) PRR —A really dependable and 
showy lavender mini. Healthy, upright plant to 14”. Very free bloom in clusters 
and the color holds even in hot weather, 10 to 12 petals. Medium green semi- 
glossy foliage. 2/M 


RED CAMEO™ (MORanyblac) PRR — Rich velvety red color (similar to 
Crimson Glory). Not as dark as black Jade (one of its parents) but on a better 
plant.

— This excellent deep yellow mini 
was the Official rose of the 1991 Spring ARS Convention in San Jose, Calif.

Grows 8-10’ 
here in Visalia and blooms repeatedly all season. 


(MORdarcrest) PRR — Flori- 
bunda — Elegant pink buds open to 3” flowers in 
clusters. Upright plant to 3° with medium green foliage 
tinted bronze in early spring. Sepals show some crest- 
ing — inherited from Crested Moss. 


(MORboquet) — A new rose in 
the “English” (David Austin) manner, only smaller plant 
and flowers. The many petaled 2-1/2” rose pink flowers 
are borne in clusters on a vigorous, upright 2-1/2" plant. 
Repeat bloom; nice cut flower. Can be grown in tub or 
large pot. 


(MORhoop) Pat. 8201 — A bright new 
addition to the floribunda class. Flowers, 3—3-1/2” 
diameter with 15 to 20 petals, are white edged with red 
and come in clusters of 3 to 10 or more. 2-1/2° bushy 
plant. Repeats all season. Grow in garden or large pot. 


(MORwimer) — Smaller version 
of the well known ‘Mermaid.’ discovered by our rosarian 
friend Blanche Wimer in Fresno, CA. This sport has 
small, light green foliage with single 2” light yellow flow- 
ers. Similar to Happenstance but easier to grow, with 
more flowers. Attractive plant — could be grown for 
foliage alone! A mid-climber or ground cover. Needs 
protection in severe climates. 


(MORmagem) PRR — Free flow- 
ering, arching shrub or semi-climber (3 to 5’). Striking 
color combination of velvety red 2-1/2” flowers with yel- 
low reverse. Flowers are semi-double and bloom in 
clusters of 5 to 20. Spectacular garden color and good 
for arranging. 


(Cocker) — This great single (10 petals) 
floribunda is a blending of yellow and red shades. 
Glossy foliage on a bushy 3’ plant. 


(MORplag) (FL) Pat. 6468 — Large single, 
bright pink in clusters of 3 to 5 on healthy, vigorous 
plant. Great for garden and exhibition. For a dynamic 
hedge — mix Playgirl, Playboy and Playtime. 


(MORplati) (FL) Pat. 7996 — Bright 
orange red 3° single flowers. A companion to Playgirl. 
Glossy foliage; vigorous upright plant. Outstanding gar- 
den color.

Vigorous, upright (floribunda type) plant to 2-1/2’ or 
more. Fast repeat bloom; dark green foliage...A new 
rose with “old fashioned” flower form. For garden con- 
tainer growing and cutting. **NOT A MINIATURE.
